A spider, the tarantula, inspired 


the tarantella, one of the most pic- 
turesque dances of southern Italy. 


For centuries people believed 


that this spider's bite was either 
fatal, or caused a melancholy 
madness. In the 14th century an 
epidemic of melancholy was at- 
tributed to this cause, and it was 
discovered that music gave the 
best tebef, inspiring the victim to 
dance and throw off the imagined 
poison in perspiration. 


The patient, if a woman, was 


dreased in-white and crowned with 
flowers. Then her friends led her 
into a garden and musicians pla>ed 
the air of the tarantella till she fell 
exhausted, when a pail of water 
was thrown over her and she was 
put to bed.
